Some  little  experience,  and  the  particular 
courfe  of  reading,  which  I  l  ave  mark  d  out, 
for  the  occafional  pmfuit  of  my  leifere  rio- 
men ts,  convince  me  that  they  are  of  more  real 
importance,  than  is  generally  afftgncd  to  this 
part  of  fchobftir  education. 

The  e flays  which  have  appeared  on  this  fub- 
jectjunder  the  fig-nature  of  "  Pbilantbt  ,  ." 
evince  an  improved  intellect  and  mat  inde- 
pendence of  mind.  The  ttyle  is  inftrudtmg 
and  the  arguments  fometimes  contlufive.  Bat 
the  author,  who  no  doubt  wrote  from  princi- 
ple, appears  not  to  have  taken  that  cosnpre, 
hcnfive  view  of  the  lubj.ct,  which neceffarily 
coiMR-cts  itfelf  with  a  fuccefsful  developement 
of  all  great  queftions. 

The  genius  of  the  American  government, 
the  moral  principles  on  which  it  has  been  foun- 
*-tied,  and  the  nature  of  our  political  relation*, 
K  point  out,  perhaps,  the  elements  of  that  edu- 
cation, v%  b  ft  nild  be  the  particular  object 
of  cultivation  among  our  citizens.  If,  there- 
lore,  the  fciences  of  moral  and  political  phi- 
Ufophv,  on  the  principle  of  which  our  conftitu- 
*Aon  is  engrafted,  if  rhetoric,  which  becomes 
expedient  in  the  councils  of  a  free  country  ; 
and  if  a  knowledge  of  the  German,  French 
and  Spanifli  languages,  which  our  relations 
with  thofe  dates  may  render  cxpedient,c.".i  de- 
rive any  advantage  from  the  ancient  cbffu.s, 
they  ought  not  to  be  conlidered  asufebfs.

The  world  may  be  con',",  bred  as  the  great 
Theatre  of  human  action,  and  mankind  as 
eorioofing  an  entire  family)  connected  to  ;e- 
ther by  a  chain  of  rei.itionuiip,  which  extends 
tram  one  generation  to  another.  The  policy 
that  breaks  this  chain,  has  its  foundation  in 

\the  folly  and  Knitted  conception:  of  the  hu- 
vm  mind.  It  is  by  the  experience  of  the 
iiaft,  that  we  can  alone  form  an  accurate  idea 
Of  the  operations  of  futurity.  If  it  comports 
with  the  genius  of  free  governments  to  obtain 
an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  republic  of 
mankind,  our  rtfearches  ought  not  to  be  con- 
fined to  the  moll  flourilhing  province*)  The 
mind  lliouhl  travel  into  thofe  which  have  been 
for  ages  defolatcd  by  the  hand  rf  time  cr 
misfortune.  Among  the  ruins  of  former  mag- 
nificence, it  will  naturally  fall  into  a  train  of 
fublfnie  meditation,  worthy  of  its  own  digni- 
ty, and  acquire  the  moll  accurate  knowledge 
of  tV^  nature  and  caufe:.  of  the  events,  which 
occaltpn  the  profpenty  and  decline  of  empires.

The  progreft  of  thr  human  mind  from  rude- 
tiefs  to  civilization,  of  national  to  focial  liber- 
ty, an.l  ••'  :inal  d  .truction  by  the  arts  of  des- 
potifm,  will  preient  an  iriei  ftin  ;  picture  to 
the  imagination  of  the  pbilofopher.  Every 
fallen  column  of  ancient  fjrati  I  Tir  and  mun;S- 
\  eencr  will  po:nt  a  mora)  ;  and  the  forrows 
'.which  he  bcflows  on  the  misfortunes  of  paft 
generations,  will  excite  a  fyrnpathy  tow  ir.:s 
the  generations  which  live.  It  is  this  bene- 
volence of  temper,  which  conftitutes  the  real 
philofopher.  In  free  countries,  where  his  in- 
tellectual exertions  are  devoted  to  the  public 
felicity,  he  becomes  the  molt  ufcful  and  the 
mofl  honorable  character  in  LbcietyJ  It  is 
thisclafsof  citizen?,  that  the  republic  of  A- 
merica  lhoul.1  encourage  ;  for  chilli  it  is  the 
fcourge  of  defpotifm,  in  the  modern.,,  it  deli- 
fteat-s  from  the  bell  fourt  h,  its  progfefs  and 
.effects,  in  the  ancient  world.  They  are  the  pi- 
oncers  of  the  molt  fulutary  revolution!  in  the 
manners  and  opinion?.  Their  comprehen- 
Gve  views  fit  them  equally  for  the*  apioet  and 
and  council;,  of  free  countries. 

I  therefore  merely  give  it  as  my  opinion,  that 
the.  avenues  for  the  acquirement  of  fuch  ac- 
^eompliftmnents  as  tbefc,  fhonld  not  be  (hut  up, 
by  denouncing  the  ftudy  of  thofe  languag- 
jfcys,  which  convey  to  the  mind,  the  real  situa- 
tion  of  the  ancient  world.

First,  That  he  flui!  have  declared,  on  oath 
or  affirmation,  before  the  fupremc,  fuperior, 
diflrift  or  circuit  court  of  fome  one  of  the 
flates,  or  of  the  territorial  diftrifts  of  the 
United  States,  or  a  circuit  or  diftrift  court 
of  the  United  States,  three  years  at  leaf!,  be- 
fore his  admifiion,  that  it  was  bona  fid-,  his 
intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  renounce  forever,  all  allegiance 
and  fidelity  to  any  foreign  prince,  poteatatc, 
ftate  or  fovereignty  whatever,  and  particular- 
ly by  name,  the  prince,  potentate,  ftate  or  fo- 
Hreigoty  whereof  fuch  alien  may,  at  the 
time,  be  a  citizen  or  fubject. 

Secondly,  That  he  lhall,  at  the  time  of

I* 
appears,  by  letters  from  Tunis,  that  two  fri« 
gates,  the  one  EnglHh,  and  .the  other  French-,, 
entered  that  port  and  made  the  following  pro- 
pofitionstothe  Bey: 

1ft  That  all  the  Slaves  of  the  two  nation*  , 
Ihould  he  let  at  liberty. 

2d  That  all  the  Piratical  veffels  fliould 
be  dismantled. 

3d  That  all  European  nations  Ihould  bar*, 
liberty  to  trade  in  the  port. 

Similar  propofals  are  to  be  made  to  thfc 
other  ftates  of  Baibary. 

The  Iegillature  of  Tenneftee  paffed  a  law; 
at  their  laft  feffion,  inflifting  a  penalty  of  100 
.isliars  on  any  perfon  bringing  into  that  ftate 
any  negro,  or  other  Have  or  fervant  of  color» 
btiides  the  lofs  of  fuch  (lave  or  fervant.
